Report of the Library Trustees 


For the Year ending February 1, 1908 


At the annual meeting of the library trustees the books 
and the affairs of the library were found to be in a satisfac- 
tory condition. There are now upon the shelves 2,889 books in 
an excellent state of preservation. One hundred and thirty- 
nine volumes were added during the past year. 

The report of the librarian is as follows: 2,870 books 
were loaned during the year. The classification of these was 
as follows: Fiction, 2,678; History, 20; Travel, 35; Biogra- 
phy, 24; Miscellaneous, 113. Sixty-nine new cards were is- 
sued. Librarian’s receipts, Balance on hand, Feb. I, 1907, 
$3.28; Money received, $11.03; Amount expended, $12.92; 
Balance on hand Feb. 1, 1908, $1.40.
